The decinion of the Supreme Conrt in 


the matter of tha writ of prohibition which 
has been petitioned fit to prevent Judge 
Wells from trying the Joanna mining case 
at'White Pine, will settle tha question of 
th* constitutionality or unoonstUationality 
of the legislative act under which he was 
appointed. Ths petitioners claim that the 
law is invalid as being in conflict with the 
following clause in the State Constitution, 
which reads aa follows. 


The Legislatnre may providi by law for 


an alteration ID the boundaries or divisions 
of the districts herein prehented, and als > 
for increa-iug or diminishing acy of the 
Judicial D'Stncts and Judg«n therein, but 
no such ehanRe shall take effect excapt in 
oases of a vacancy, or the expiration of the 
term of an iiioumbcnt of the office. 


Tiie enure State of Nevada, being one 


Judicial District, and the law making it so 
providing for only three Judges whose 
terms will not expire until 
January, 


1891, and there being no vacancy, the pe- 
titions i claim that no appointment of a 
fourth one could be legally made to take 
effect before that time. Indeed, it is held 
by a number of lawyers who have ex- 
pressed their opinions, that only three 
Judges can be legally elected at the next 
general election. Their opinion is based 
•npOD tha fact that in tha Act creating the 
fourth Judgeship it was provided that the 
law should take i ffect immediately after its 
passage, and tbst, clunse being declared un- 
constitutional, nad there being no other 
time designated when it shall b'come op- 
erative the enure statota becomes null and 
of no effect. 
Be that as it may, the qnes- 


tion should be decided before the nextelec- 
tion, or r&thtr before the meeting of the 
nominating 
conventions. 
There 
will 


doubtless be a decision before that time so 
far as Judge Wells' official stntns is con- 
cerned, but it is to be hoped that the Su- 
preme Coort will go into the other matter 
and pass xapon the validity of the eutire law 
so as to avoid any farther uncertainty or 
complications. If tho law or any part of it 
shall be found to be nnconsiilnt'onal, it 
will prove a great hardship to litiganls who 
have commenced suils or have have had 
them tried before Judge Wells, for of 
course ull proceedings ia his Gonrt would 
de declared invalid on account of the ille- 
gality of the appointment o£ the presiding 
Judge. Bat under onr present cumber- 
some, contradictory, incongruous and to- 
t-illy defective Constitution, nothing but 
confusion and complications could be ex- 
pected. This matter of the Pjnrth Judge- 
ship, whatever the decision may be, onght 
to /nrniih a strong argument la favor of 
the calling of a Constitutional Convention. 
In no oiher way can out fundamental law 
be so re-construct»d as to render itpossible 
to enaot any statute, not of a perfeotly 
simple and exclusively general character, 
that will be certain to avoid the innumer- 
able snags which suoh a one bas to en- 
counter under our present Constitution. 


COKSTITBTIONAI. CONVENTION. 


The Gazette faToru the calling of meet- 


ings in tha different counties to select 
delegates to meet at Reno during Fair 
weeks to discus* the public needs with a 
view to the calling of a Constitutional Con- 
vention. The Gazette s4ys: "After the 
subject has been thoroughly discussed some 
plan of action can be adopted, and, if found 
necessary, a convention can be called and 
data furnished it that would be valuable in 
framing a new organic law."- 


The JounxAii is confident that the neces- 


sity for a thorough revision of onr organic 
law is so apparent that there would be but 
little room for discussion in that respect. 
The suggestion is a good one, however, in 
relation to the devising of means for* get- 
ting the people to vote upon the question, 
which will be submitted to them at the 
next general election. It all depends upon 
the manner in which the tickets are printed. 
It requires a majority of all tha votes cast 
to carry, so that every blank counts as one 
against it. If the election tickets should 
be printed "Cenbtitutional Convention" 
without the work "yes" following it, in 
the bustle and excitement of a political 
contest tha mAtter is certain to be over- 
looked by a sufficient number to defeat the 
proposition. It was once before so defeated, 
although nine-tenths of the votes cast npon 
the subject were in the affirmative. 
The 


matter should be bronght up in the two 
Stale Conventions and reonmmendatioi.s 
made for the County Committees to have 
the tickets printed in favor of the Conven- 
tion. The only trouble n to Ret tho people 
to vote upon it, and it cannot be dona ex- 
cept in the manner we have suggested. If 
the tickets are generally left for the voters 
to fill ont, the call will be defeated—other- 
wise it will carry by nearly or quite a nine- 
tenths vote.

la roand numbers the present annual 


production of silver bullion of this country 
is about 550,000,000 at tha market p'Lea 
which have heretofore prevailed, Of thu 
$21,000,000 worth has been coined into 
money; $10,000,000 used in the arts, and 
about $12,000,000 exported in excess of 
our importation. The monthly purchase 
of §4,500 000 of bullion would consume 
yearly $51,000,000 or $1,000,000 more than 
our present prodaction. The $10,000,000 
for the nrts, the home demand for which 
would undoubtedly continue, would leave 
U3 $14,000,000 short, provided the prices 
averaged ns Wore and there was BO in- 
crease in the prodaction of our mines. 
But o! course,"with the inc eased demand 
for coinage purposes, the price would ad- 
vance probably to par, which would natnr 
ally result in the mining business being 
prosecuted with greater vigor and to auch 
a greater extent that the increase of the 
valuation figures representing the yieH, 
combined with the larger amount of bullion 
actually Jprodnced, would probably about 
equalize the home consump.ion, without 
leaving us any residue for shipment to 
foreiRu markets. 
Who will contend that 


tbia is not almost the same, practically, as 
free coinage? and it ctrtainly is the same, 
to all intents and purposes, as coinage for 
all of oar native prodaction, with exclusion 
to tho product of foreign countries. The 
figures prove that more bullion wonld be 
absorbsd by $4,5011,000 monthly purchase 
than by the free coinage of all Ameiican 
silver, atd wo are oouflddntly of the opin 
ion that it would represent mora in acton 


nnces than would be represented in all o: 


tl ' silver that wonld ba coined, even if onr 
1> its were thrown open to the product o 
the world. Free coinage ig an impossibility 
during the present session of Congress 
That is as certain as that Congress 13 iu 
session. By hard work and united anc 
persistent effort we may get the next bes 
thing to it, and that which, except a 
matter of sentiment, will be nearly as satis 
factory in its immediate results as tha 
which we have straggled for and lost 
Under the proposed purchase bill the whit 
metul will be divested of most of its presen 
commodious elements; Its value will be en 
hineed; 
the 
advantages 
of 
inctea-e 


currency volume will be demonstrated, ao 
fate coinage will follow as certainly as ligh 
and heat follow or accompany the rising o 
the inormng sun. It would be tha acme n 
folly to ground cur arms at the first te 
pulse. Let us continue the fight, an 
charge upon another and weaker point 
the enemy's works, llnch may be won b 
oontnueing the battle while nothing can 
gained by sulking in our tents. 


The decision of tba Supreme Court of 


the TTniH States npho'dicg the constitn- 
tionalitv of lha Edmunds law which dis- 
establishes the Mormon Church, holds that 
the power of Congress over the Territories 
is absolute; that polygamy must be con- 
sidered a crime against civilization, and 
concludes thus.

If 
the South was allowed to work ont the 
problem for itself the time wonld come 
soon when the iifgro, being educated as 
the white man was, would be uble to take 
care of bimaelf, both as a tax-payer nnd as 
a citizen. 


Houk (Teno ) paid his advocacy of this 


national election law dii not grow out of 
any supposed eme'rgenov or necessity, not- 
withstanding there were a variety of rea- 
sons why the power of the government 
should be asserted. It is claimed that 
harm would result from honest election.

He wanted to see the 
solidity of the South broken and there wore 
signs of disintegration in the Democratic 
party of the House. Pass the Federal 
Election law and men who were now ready 
to separate from the Democratic party 
would go back into what they were told 
was the white man's party rather than risk 
negro supremacy.
